Tobacco was discovered first in America about 340 years 
ago, where its use was observed among the Indians. 
Navigators 
introduced it to the peoples of Europe and the East. 
The prac­ 
tice was made the butt of Hie wits, denounced by the clergy, 
Jam es I. wrote the “ Counterblaste to Tobacco.” 
Its use was 
condemned by kings, popes and sultans. 
Smokers were con­ 
demned to various punishments. 
In the canton of Berne the 
prohibition of the use of tobacco was put among the Ten Com­ 
mandments after the one against adultery. 
In Turkey smoking 
was made a capital offense. 
But iii spite of all this it is the 
most extensively used luxury in the world. This does not argue 
that it is right, no more than swearing or lying is right because 
their indulgence has ever been popular. Tobacco a luxury! The 
first definition of luxury is sin, and sin is the devil, whom many 
will see, beyond a reasonable doubt, on the morning of the 
world’s greatest eventuality: 
‘‘Many called, few chosen.” Dry 
grins? 
“Great God!” cried the Jew; “ Merciful Savior!” sobbed 
the supplicant; “ H-e-1-1!” said the newsboy. 


S n u f f — T he use of snuff, I regret to note, is almost exclu­ 
sively confined to womankind. 
Men eschew such a vile prepar­ 
ation of tobacco. 
How can ladies afford to endorse it? 
Very

Snuff is made from the stems, frost-bitten leaves and refuse 
low grades of tobacco. 
I have personally seen in many of the 
large cities of the North, low-down villains, street scavengers, 
with baskets, gathering up cigar stubs and quids of tobacco 
from the hotel offices, smoking rooms, dining and liquor sa­ 
loons, streets and various places of public resort, sacking up tile 
find and shipping it off to the snuff manufactories, where it is 
dried, prepared and made into “the very best.” 
O fco u rse.it 
m ust be all right, as many of the “ qu id s” have been tried be­ 
fore and pronounced good by numerous consumptives, too near 
dead to risk falsifying while facing an open grave. 
Pass ’round 
the snuff! 
Give me consumption! 
Give me a diseased liver! 
Beautify me with a complexion like a smoked ham! 
Allow me 
to subvert the laws of nature, forego the Ten Commandments, 
outrage and antagonize the will of men. 
Oh, where are you go­ 
ing, my dear, good husband? 
Down to the store, m y spotted- 
skinned wife. 
Well, bring m e a bottle of snuff, won’t you, dear? 
Certainly, I ’ll bring you a bottle of snuff and a kiss, too (for 
somebody else, nine times out of ten, and don’t you forget it). 
I am acquainted with every member of the hum an family; part 
hum an myself; never was known to rush franically at a gob of 
snuff. 
No, thank you; respect my gray beard too much for 
cheap dye; could slobber, spit, squirt and drool myself, do n ’t 
you know?
